Tue Emperor Frederick and Empress Victoria 
of Germany в 
commence their 
reign under 
circumstances of 
affliction greater 
than is usual in 
the succession to 
a Throne. 
Though but 
slightly re- 
covered from the 
perilous oper- 
ation of tracheo- 
tomy, the new 
Emperor of Ger- 
many no sooner received the sorrowful news 
of his Father’s sudden death than he manfully 
set out, with the Empress, at once from San 
Remo for Berlin, and directly assumed the reins of 
power. His Imperial Majesty, fortunately, still 
retained Sir Morell Mackenzie as his medical 
adviser. And it was with great relief we gathered 
from this unquestionably high authority on 
Monday that “ his Majesty had, in spite of the 
fatiguing journey and recent agitation of mind, 
passed a good night, and to-day he feels no 
inconvenience." The regal dignity of the 
Emperor’s bearing, which won general admir- 
ation when he accompanied our Queen to West- 
minster Abbey on the occasion of the Jubilee 
last year, appears to have struck all who have 
seen his Imperial Majesty since his arrival at 
Charlottenburg. That the Emperor and Empress 
may long fill the Thrones they are called upon to 
occupy is the cordial wish of every loyal Briton.

married on Feb. 27, 1881, to the Princess

THE LATE EMPEROR WILLIAM. 


Tue Emperor WILLIAM IS DEAD! Long live the 
Emperor Frederick the Third ! 

In offering to the readers of The Penny Illus- 
trated Paper à brief pictorial biography of the late 
Emperor of Germany it is fitting when so many 
millions are mourning his death that the great- 
ness of his character and of his work should be 
chiefly dwelt upon. 


HIS CAREER. 

William the First, Emperor of Germany, and 
seventh King of Prussia, is portrayed to the life, 
as he appeared in his declining days, in our 
central biographical Illustration. Не was 
born on ‘March: 22, 1797, in Berlin. The 
Emperor's father, who subsequently became 
King Frederick William ПІ. of Prussia, was at 
that time still Crown Prince, and had for his 
consort Princess Louisa Augusta, a beautiful 
woman remarkable for her patriotism. 

A SOLDIER AT SIX. 

He soon showed that he had imbibed some of 
the martial spirit of his ancestors, and he made 
his first appearance in public by hammering, at 
the age of five, a nail into a flagstaff on the occa- 
sion of the presentation of a municipal banner ; 
and at the age of six he donned the uniform (as 
sketched) of one of his father's regiments, and at 
seven was daily drilled with his elder brother, 
who subsequently came to the throne as Frederick 
William IV. of Prussia. 

AN OFFICER AT TEN. 

He was barely ten years of age when nomina- 
ted an officer in the Prussian Army, nt twelve 
be marched with his company of Guards into 
Berlin when the French evacuated that city, and 
at sixteen went as a Captain attached to his 
father's staff on his first campaign. The 
Prussians had now risen as one man, with the 
Austrians and Russians for allies, against 
Napoleon, whose disastrous retreat in 1812 from 
Moscow had greatly weakened him, while it 
encouraged the Allies. On the first day of 1814 
the young Prince got 

HIS “© BAPTISM OF FIRE" 

when the crossing of the Rhine was effected by 
the Prussians in the teeth of a heavy fire; and a 
few days later he charged the enemy at the 
battle of Bar-sur-Aube with the Cuirassiers, 
and was then ordered by his father to ride 
through a heavy fire for certain information— 
a mission he discharged with such coolness as to 
command the admiration of veterans and to win 
from the Emperor of Russia the Cross of St. 
George, and from his father the Iron Cross. 
When Paris was taken and entered next year by 
the allied Princes, William visited it in triumph 
for the first time. Next year he paid a visit to 
London. 

In 1829, the future Emperor, who had by this 

time grown into a stalwart and handsome man, 
MARRIED PRINCESS AUGUSTA OF WEIMAR, 

at Berlin, with great magnificence, the bride- 

groom, clad in silver armour, holding the lists in 

a tournament in honour of the bride, and pre- 

senting a striking appearance. Six years after 

the wedding, or in 1835, 


BISMARCK AND THE PRINCE MET 
at a Court ball. In 1840 Frederick William ПТ. 
of Prussia died, and Frederick William IV. 
reigned in his stead, the late Emperor thus 
BECOMING CROWN PRINCE. 
He was .appointed Governor of Pomerania, and 
in 1842 first acted as Regent of Prussia while his 
brother, the King, went to England on a visit. 
In 1844 ` 
THE CROWN PRINCE VISITED ENGLAND. 
The Queen, who now met him, describes him 
as “ extremely amiable, agreeable, and sensible.’’ 


| At this time began his friendship with the Prince 


Consort, which was cemented some years later 
by the marriage of the Crown Prince of Prussia 
with the Princess Royal of England. A rising 
broke out in Baden, and the Crown Prince was 

ENTRUSTED WITH COMMAND 
of part of the army to suppress it, Von Roon 
accompanying him. Just after the Crown 
Prince set out on this errand a shot was fired by 
a would-be assassin at him, but the Prince was 
not hurt, and the man who fired was promptly 
executed.

AS REGENT OF PRUSSIA, 

the Crown Prince, as he soon became, devoted 
most of his attentiontothe army. То restore the 
system of compulsory service, to draw into the 
army the whole of the vigorous youth of the 
country, to foster a martial spirit—such was his 
policy, and to the troops he set an example of 
soldierly and simple habits such as would have 
delighted the heart of Wellington. He had in 
Bismarck a man after his own heart. 


When, in 1861, the Regent was converted into 
THE KING OF PRUSSIA, 

he could not be called popular; but the Prussians, 
sick of the vacillation and weakness of his 
brother, whose conduct he regarded with con- 
tempt, were disposed to forget the past. The 
new King’s conduct on the occasion of his 
coronation soon brought back much of his old 
unpopularity. Placing the crown on his own 
head, he said, ** I receive this from the hand of 
God ’’—as if the will of the nation had absolutely 
nothing whatever to do 
with the matter. Thus he 
asserted “the right Divine 
of Kings to govern wrong.”

MR. CHAMBERLAIN AT HOME. 


Mr. JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN arrived at Liverpool 
last Saturday in the Umbria from New York, and 
was officially welcomed by the Mayor. At the 
North-Western Hotel he received addresses of 
congratulation on the success of his mission with 
regard to the Fishery Treaty from the Liverpool 
Chamber of Commerce and other bodies. Reply- 
ing, he paid a graceful compliment to his English 
colleagues in the negotiation, and said he had the 
best reason to believe that the treaty would be 
approved by the Canadian Legislature. He 
would not venture to anticipate what might be 
the treatment which the arrangement would 
receive at the hands of the American Senate ; but 
he had so much respect for that great legislative 
authority that he would not believe for one 
moment that they would not rise superior to any 
party spirit in dealing with the question, or that 
they would not be prepared to treat it on its 
merits. 

Mr. Chamberlain then travelled on to Birm- 
ingham, and was welcomed there by the Mayor 
and many of the leading men of the town. Con- 
gratulated again on the success of his mission, he 
said the treaty involved no surrender of rights and 
was an honourable settlement.

DRAWN FIGHT BETWEEN SULLIVAN 


AND MITCHELL. 
Tue prize-fight between the United States’ champion, J. L. 
Sullivan, and Charles Mitchell took place last Saturday, in 
the wood of Apremont, near Chantilly, оп Baron Rothschild’s 
estate, and ended in a draw, after thirty-nine rounds had 
been fought. 


The principals arrived on the ground abouteleven. All 
told, there were forty-one present. Sullivan’s seconds were 
Ashton and Macdonald, and Barnitt for umpire. Mitchell's 
umpire was Rowell, and his seconds were Baldock and 
Kilrain. A well-known amateur (Mr. Cobbett) was selected 
to hold the watch. Тһе referee (Mr. В. J. Angle) spoke a 
few words to the men. Mitchell won the toss for corners, 
and of course chose so that the sun was in Sullivan’s face, 
Mr. Phillips (Sullivan's backer) offered to lay 500 to 200 on 
Sullivan. Both men wore warin woollen drawers. Mitchell 
also wore a large fighting-plaister of the old pattern, but 
Sullivan declined to put one on. 

_ At 12.55 precisely the principals and seconds shook hands 
in the orthodox old-time fashion, and the tight commenced. 
Sullivan led with a heavy blow on the left jaw, Mitehell 
answering with a light body blow. More spurring followed, 
when Sullivan rushed in and with a heavy right-hander on 
the head floored Mitchell. In the second round Sullivan 
was the first at work, aud getting Mitchell into a corner 
landed heavily on the chest. Mitchell then continued 
dodging until Sullivan once more cornered him, and felled 
him with а terrific rignt-hand blow on the head. Mitchell 
still went in for pedestrian exercise, and was all round the 
ring, Sullivan following him. Sullivan then forced the 
tighting, and had much the best of the exchanges, bringing 
Mitchell down with the right. In the fourth round almost 
a foot-race ensued, little harm being done. Similar tactics 
were indulged in in the following bout, Sullivan running 
after his man, who dropped to avoid a right-hand blow 
from Sullivan, and wis cautioned by the referee. In the 
sixth and seventh rounds Mitchell stood up better, and 
now and then роб the left on Sullivan’s face, Sullivan 
appearing tired through his exertions in following his moie 
agile opponent round the ring. In the eighth round first 
blood was claimed for Mitchell, whe having avoided a 
tremendous right-handed blow from Sullivan, ot home on 
his enemy’s eye, and then got down to avoid Sullivan's 
return blow. At this point a storm came on, ard nearly 
аң - the principals and seconds took shelter in the she 
close by. 

Mitchell received several nasty blows, especially on the 
temple; but Sullivan was evidently tiring and shivering 
visibly, his teeth chattering from the dowupour whieh he 
had endured. By-and-by, however, the sun came ovt again 
quite warm, and with its appearance Sullivun seemed to 
recover. At times he made tremendous rushes, but 
Mitchell’s agility stood him in good stead, und he fought ou 
the retreat most of the time. The ground was exceedingly 
slippery after the shower. Тһе tight went on with but 
little advantage to either side. Every round from the 
sixteenth to the twenty-eighth finished by Mitchell going 
down, usually, however, only in order to avoid a rush from 
his big opponent. Mitchell had not by any meaus the worst 
of the exchanges, but he prolonged the rounds and 
endeavoured to draw his opponent round the ring in order 
to tire him out. In the latter rounds Mitchell gained some 
advan Sullivan frequently shivered. Both men 
tought very fairly, and although Mitchell once twisted 
Sullivan on to the ro and sought to cross-buttock him, 
neither would wrestle to end the rounds. Тһе thirty-ninth 
round was exceptionally tedious. It lasted thirty-eight 
minutes. The men walked to different sides of the ring, 
and occasionally sat in corners. Sullivan was ing very 
tired. His right wentin the first hour. Mitchell seemed 
little hurt, and later showed great generalship, and scored 
best, but appeared to fear Sullivan’s right-handed blows. 
Three hours and twelve minutes had been spent in the ring 
when Baldock proposed a draw. Hereupon Sullivan an 
Mitchell shook hands. Sullivan’s body, right eye, and 
mouth were more punished than Mitchell’s, whose nght eye 
and temple received most damage. 

On Saturday afternoon, after the fight was over, the com- 

ny were on their way to the village in carriages driven 

y Frenchmen, when they were stopped by the gendarmes.

THE SHENLEY TRAGEDY. 


Ах inquest was held at Shenley, Hert- 
fordshire, on Monday night, relating 
to the death of 4 young woman named 
Emma Bigñall, who was alleged to 
have beet: lilled by a shot from a re- 
volves rcd at her by Henry Cullum. 
The jury returned a verdict of wilful 
murder against Cullum, and added a 
rider urging the Government to adopt 
some measure by which the use of re- 
volvers may be limited, and especially 
suggesting that their sale to persons of 
immature age be restricted. 


ACROBATIC CRUELTY. 

Felix Rosenbaum, described as a 
“contortionist,” was charged at the 
Manchester Police-Court, on Monday, 
with having cruelly ill-treated a boy 
four years old, whom he had taken 
from his mother at Grimsby on the re- 
presentation that he would teach him 
the business of а ''bender." When 
the child was taken by the police his 
arms, legs, body, and face were covered 
with bruises. The prisoner was re- 
manded. 


A BUXTON STORY. 

John Mohn, watchmaker, Buxton, 
who was brought before the Magis- 
trates on Saturday charged with 
feloniously killing his wife, was dis- 
charged, the Justices saying, however, 
that ke had been grossly neglectful of 
her. The woman suffered from peri- 
tonitis; but the medical man did not 
like to say that she would have 
recovered if she had had proper 
nourishment. The deceased’s daughter, 
now living with an aunt in Man- 
chester, stated that they were often 
without food in her mother’s house. 


MAJOR BORROWES RIGHTLY 
FINED. 


At the Middlesex Sessions last Satur- 
day, the trial of Major Borrowes, of 
the 11th Hussars, on the charge of 
assaulting Lord Howard De Walden, 
was brought to a conclusion. The 
defence was that Major Borrowes was 
justified іп restraining by forcible 
means the “noble” plaintiff from 
going into the room where Lady 
Howard De Walden (a very charming 
lady) was lying.

AT LANCASTER ASSIZES, 


last Saturday, Sarah Boadle, of West 
Derby, Liverpool, and Eugene Anson, 
a Frenchman, were indicted for the 
murder of the female prisoner’s child. 
It was asserted that they had caused 
its death by starvation ; but Mr. Justice 
Grantham, though the case was one of 
considerable suspicion, was of opinion 
that the evidence did not bear out the 
suggestion that food had been wilfully 
withheld from the child with the inten- 
tion of destroying life. The prisoners 
were acquitted. 


A PRISONER IN ARMLEY JAIL, 


named Taylor, а surgeon's son, was 
murdered early last Saturday morning 
in his cell. One of his fellow prisoners, 
named Sissons, who had recently given 
indications of insanity, was placed there 
so that he might be watched. While 
Taylor and Hurd, a third prisoner, 
were, it is believed, asleep, Sissons, 
seized with frenzy, struck Taylor a 
terrific blow on the head with a three- 
legged stool, fracturing his skull and 
causing death almost immediately. It 
seems singular that a prisoner whom 
the authorities had already decided to 
place in an asylum should have been 
placed in this cell along with other 
two prisoners, who in their sleep were 
practically at the lunatic’s mercy. 


A SOUTHPORT POLICE 
CONSTABLE 


named Allen was arrested on Monday 
charged with being the person who 
about two months ago broke the win- 
dow of a jeweller’s shop in that town 
and stole goods valued at about £400. 
Allen was on night “duty” in the 
neighbourhood at the time of the 
robbery. 


AT MILLOM, IN CUMBERLAND, 
on Monday morning, a man named 
Feckey attacked his wife with a table- 
knife as she lay in bed, inflicting several 
wounds upon her. He then cut his own 
throat, but was prevented by the arrival 
of help from doing fatal injury. 


SHOCKING SUICIDE AT 
PECKHAM. 

Last Monday night Mr. Coroner 
Wyatt and a jury investigated the 
circumstances attending the death of 
Jane Elizabeth Dilnot, aged forty-six, 
who was found drowned in a cistern at 
her residence, 97, East Surrey-grove, 
Peckham, on Sunday morning. The 
deceased, it appeared, was the widow 
of a foreman hatter, who died about 
eighteen months ago. ‘The jury 
returned a verdict of ‘‘Suicide whilst 
mentally deranged.” 


WIFE MURDER IN DUBLIN. 

A murder was committed last Mon- 
day night in Bride-street, Dublin, the 
victim being Mrs. Delia Lawlor, the 
wife of William Lawlor, a shoemaker. 
The parties were married three years 
ago, and for about a week, owing to a 
quarrel, Mrs. Lawlor had been living 
with her stepfather. Last Monday 
night, at eight o’clock, she entered the 
house of Mrs. Christina Fitzpatrick, in 
White, iars-street, and while at tea 
there hoc husband came іп. They left 
Fitzpazrick's house together, and half 
an hour afterwards Mrs. Lawlor was 
found lying in Wood-street with five 
wounds on her neck and face, evidently 
inflicted with a large knife. When 
picked up the woman was removed to 
Meath hospital, but died on the way. 
The police arrested Lawlor at mid- 
night. Mrs. Lawlor was only twenty- 
one years of age, and was of yery 
respectable appearance. She had had 
two children, who died last year.

MURDER OF A WIFE AT 
CHELSEA. 

James White, sixty-five, shoemaker, 
was charged, on remand, at the West- 
minster Police-Court on ‘Tuesday, with 
the murder of his wife, Margaret, aged 
sixty-seven, at 1a, Eden-place, Pond- 
place, Chelsea, on the evening of 
Saturday, the 3rd inst., by beating her 
with a poker about the head and body. 
Prisoner was further remanded; but 
the witnesses who had been examined 
were bound over to attend at the Old 
Bailey. 


EXECUTION 
AT CARMARTHEN. 


CONFESSION BY THE CULPRIT. 
Davi» Һккв, twenty-five, tinplate- 
worker, was hanged at Carmarthen 
Jail, at eight o’clock on Tuesday morn- 
ing, for the murder of Thomas Davies, 
a works messenger, at Llanelly, on 
Хоу. 12. Berry was the executioner, 
and he allowed Rees, who was 5 ft. 9in. 
in height, and weighed 150 1b., a drop 
of 6 ft. The deceased was employed 
as a carrier of money from the bank to 
the works, to pay the workmen. On the 
Saturday he was carrying £590 from 
Llanelly to Dafen, when he was setupon, 
brutally beaten about the head with an 
iron hanger (an instrument used at tin 
works), and left half-dead in a corner 
of a field. Near him was the hanger, 
and a little distance away the bag, 
with £300 of its contents missing. The 
evidence against Rees was strong, but 
mainly circumstantial, except that of a 
boy, aged eleven, who said he saw the 
crime committed by Rees and another 
man. The latter has not been found, 
and Rees, though he has made since 
conviction a variety of statements in- 
criminating himself, resolutely refused 
to reveal his accomplice or the where- 
abouts of the money. 

At the inquest subsequently, the 
following statement by the culprit was 
read :— 

“Н.М. Prison, Carmarthen, 
** Feb. 28, 1888. 
* T, David Rees, confess, with much 


grief and sorrow, that on the 12th: 
November I myself, single-handed and | 


unaided by any other person, did wil- 
fully kill Thomas Davies, of Felinfoel, 
Llanelly. The money which I took 
away from the possession of the said 
Thomas Davies, І afterwards hid some- 
where in some hedges of the field next 
adjoining the Box Cemetery, but I 
cannot at present remember the exact 
spot. I wish to state that drink was 
the cause of all this. I was not drunk 
at the time I committed the crime, but 
I felt myself muddled and confused in 
consequence of having been drinking 
heavily during the previous day or night. 
Тата truly sorry for what [havedone, and 
I humbly entreat forgiveness of the 
deceased’s relations for the misery and 
grief I have caused them. What I 
have stated is a true confession, as 
being the only reparation and satis- 
faction that I can offer to those I have 
so grievously wronged. May the Lord 
have mercy upon my soul." On Mon- 
day, March 5, the prisoner added the 
following words :—‘‘ Thomas Davies 
was killed by the hanger which was 
produced in the court at my trial. I 
took the hanger from Dafen Works on 
the Friday night previous to the mur- 
der. I hid it that night near the 
sawpit. I went to fetch it on the
